This laboratory studies staphylococcal, streptococcal, and enterococcal 
factors that lead to production of toxic shock syndromes or endocarditis. 

Toxic shock syndromes by definition require hypotension/shock to be present 
for diagnosis, and thus, for our studies, we must allow progesslon to at least 
that point. The end point is failure of rabbits to exhibit escape behavior 
combined with inability to right themselves. This is particularly important 
to assess the protective ability of toxoid vaccines we have developed. At 
that time the animals are euthanized. 


5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved. Stale methods or means used to 
determine that pain and/or distress relief would interfere vwth test results.

There have been many published studies Indicating pain relieving medications 
are in fact risk factors for develpment of toxic shock syndromes. Although 
the exact mechanism underlying the increased risk is unclear, there is 
evidence to suggest that the toxins have significant effects on the host 
nervous system, and thus may synergize with pain relieving medications. It 
is for this reason that we do not administer such medications in certain 
experiments .

Recipient animals undergo a potent immunotherapeutic regimen, induction of diabetes 
with streptozotocin, and three relatively minor surgical procedures. Animals potentially 
may experience pain, distress, discomfort. 

State 
methods or means used to determine that pain or distress would interfere with test 
results; 

Complications are minimized through intense management of each individual animal. 

The pre- and postoperative phase entails close collaboration with RAR veterinarians in 
order to deal with any adverse effects arising from pharmacologic agents or surgical 
procedures. Analgesics and other medications are used but may not be able to 
completely relieve discomfort and/or distress caused by immunosuppression and 
diabetes. 

Analgesics, buprenorphine, are administered on a regular basis (every 6 hours) and 
ibuprofen for the first 48 hours after surgery, followed by administration as needed. Hypo- 
or hyperglycemic event are treated with dextrose PO or IV, glucagon IV and insulin and 
fluids, respectively. 

Since the animals are likely to experience some loss of appetite with Immunosuppressive 
drugs, we have successfully counteracted this with a specialized highly palatable diet and 
protien supplement. Special attention is paid to enrichment and group housing during 
Immunosuppressive periods to ensure the animal does not experience depression or 
change in routine. 

The vomiting that has potential to occur after streptozotocin injection has been effectively 
managed with the addition of Zofran, a highly recommended pediatric antiemetic. 
Potential risk for infection is taken very seriously and animals are monitored closely for 
signs of Infection, so that treatment can commence before serious symptoms occur.

There is one exception to the regulations and standards approved by the lACUC: 

The post-operative care program used to temporarily house dogs and pigs after 
surgery has kennels with approximately 20 square feet of floor space. That 
space meets the NIH and AWA guidelines for dogs up to 30 kg arKl pigs up to 50 
kg but not over (over 30 kg dogs and pigs weighing between 50 and 100 kg 
should have 24 square feet). The kennels do have the opportunity for 
enlargement via the opening of an interconnecting side panel and this is done 
when a large weight dog or pig is present and the veterinarian's medical 
judgment is such that it is considered beneficial. If RAR veterinarians require 
limited exercise and movement for post-surgical patients, then the animals may 
be maintained in the 20 sq ft kennels, which is an exception to the standards, in 
practice, it is uncommon to have dogs over 30 kg in the postoperative care 
program. Pigs under post-operative care are generally 10-50 kg with an 
occasional patient weighing between 50-80 kg.

Enclosed is the “Annual Report of Research Facility” (APHIS Form 7023) form with 
attachments for the Mayo Foundation (Certificate Number; 41-R-0006, Customer Number; 

542). Jonathan J. Oviatt, J.D., who is the Institutional Official for animal use at all Mayo 
Foundation sites, has signed the form. 

The Institutional Animal Care and Use Committee has approved three exceptions to the 
Animal Welfare Act regulations and standards. 

• The lACUC approved an exception to the pig housing guidelines (Guide for the Care and 
Use of Laboratory AnimalsI in the Birdsall Building, Mayo Clinic Jacksonville. Up to 12 
pigs at between 25-30 kg are housed in 12 square feet of floor space for less than 24 
hours. 

• The lACUC approved an exception to the pig housing guidelines (Guide for the Care and 
Use of Laboratory Aniroalsl at the Development Project Support Fadlity, Mayo Clinic 
Rochester. Approximately 35 breeding females, each less than 200 kg, are pair housed 
within a pen. The involved pens provide between 50-64 square feet of floor space. This 
temporary (60 days or less) pair housing arrangement involves up to three pens in room 
number 1221. 

• The lACUC approved extending the shelf life of guinea pig and nonhuman primate chow 
jfrom 3 months to 6 months. Currently, LabDiet® and Harlan Teklad® brand diets are 
used and both have USDA approval for a 6-month shelf life. 

Studies involving “death as an endpoint” or LDxx studies were not carried out at Mayo 
Foundation this past year.

Guinea pigs were used in the standardized Modified Buehler Sensitization Test procedure. This is a 
test to assess the sensitization potential of a chemical entity prior to conducting human safety 
evaluations. The test consists of repeat applications of the chemical to a small area on the skin of 
guinea pigs. Thereafter, repeat observations are made for any sensitization that is exhibited by 
erythema (reddening) or edema (swelling) at the test site. The site is scored for dermal reaction on a 
classic Draize scale. Five animals displayed clinical signs that caused dosing of these animals to 
cease. One animal displayed an erythema score of 3 (strong erythema, with or without edema). Three 
animals displayed an erythema score of 2 (moderate, confluent erythema) with a scabs/sores score 
of 3 (severe, > 50% of test site). One animal displayed an erythema score of 3 with scabs/sores score 
of 3.

Beagles received oral or parenteral doses of formulated 3M immune response modifiers (IRMs) and 
bioactive reference materials to determine the effect on immunomodulation. These systemic studies 
in dogs aid in pharmacological profiling and help advance viable IRM molecules into human clinical 
testing and potential drug candidate consideration by demonstrating doses causing an indication of 
beneficial effect versus an indication of side effects. 

One beagle involved in the studies described above, had 1 5 episodes of emesis over a 5 hour period, 
and another had 12 episodes of emesis over a 2-hour period. Both beagles were responsive 
throughout the studies and were improved by eight hours post dose.

The beagles did not receive pharmacologic intervention to ameliorate the discomfort associated with 
emesis since such treatments may interfere with the markers being measured in the blood. Also, 
emesis is an endpoint/side effect that is being monitored under these studies and is believed to be 
induced by immune mediators such as TNF-alpha. In previous studies, anti-emetics were ineffective 
except for dexamethasone, at alleviating emesis induced by immune response modifiers. 
Dexamethasone is a steroid which would interfere with the immunological markers being measured. 
Both beagles were improved at eight hours post dose so no further intervention, such as IV fluids or 
pain relief was deemed necessary.

These studies involve non-consecutive repeated topical 
dosing of compounds on multiple 20 cm2 skin sites on one animal. Two animals had associated 
scab/sore formation on greater than 50% of at least one 20 cm2 dose site. In both cases the animals 
were otherwise healthy and were under observation by the attending veterinarian and technical staff. 
Despite the lesions at the dose site(s) the animals displayed no detectable pain or distress 
responses. While the animals displayed no noticeable discomfort, they are categorized as column 
"E" because there may have been the potential for pain or distress.

When the scab formation was greater than 50% of the dose site, dosing was discontinued at that site. 
The discontinuation of dosing in aii cases resulted in an improving dose site. Evaiuating the potential 
for recovery from the unexpected adverse effect has scientific value and intervention with a 
therapeutic remedy (topical anesthetic) would have compromised the ciinicai observations and 
scoring of the test site. While using this method, the animals were not in any detectable level of pain 
or distress and the dose sites improved without infection.
